granting the armistice, if this occurs, does not mean that peace 
has come. Peace will not arrive officially until the peace confer- 
ence concludes its labors, and the various treaties ha\e been rati- 
fied and signed by the belligerent governmnts 
Howver, it has 


long been known that the terms of the armistice aie such as to 
preclude Sny possibility of a continuation of hostilities or a re- 
sumption of illegal and inhuman practices by the German military 
powers. 
The armstice will theiefore put an end to the fighting 


unless it might be necessary later to enforce by arms a compliance 
with the terms of the armistice. 


The armistice uas signed because there was no other way out

The very asking ioi a aimistiee was an ack- 


nowledgment of defeat and the signing of it ends for all time the 
Prussian idea that a mighty nation ^as might> thiough the grace 
of God and destired to be great throughout the ages. ' Might 
makes Right" vas the motto of the German Empire.

An official dispatch from France yesterday emphasized the 


fact that Marshall Foch, in the armistice conditions, is acting pure- 
ly from the standpoint of the military, and that his action in 
granting the armistice, if this occurs, does not mean that peace 
has come. Peace will not arrive officially until the peace confer- 
ence concludes its labors, and the various treaties have been rati- 
fied and signed by the belligerent governmnts. Howver, it has 
long been known that the terms of the armistice are such as to 
preclude any possibility of a continuation of hostilities or a re- 
sumption of illegal and inhuman practices by the German military 
powers. The armstice will therefore put an end to the fighting 
unless it might be necessary later to enforce by arms a compliance 
with the terms of the armistice. 


The armistice was signed because there was no other way out 


for a defeated foe. The very asking for a armistice was an ack- 
nowledgment of defeat and the signing of it ends for all time the 
Prussian idea that a mighty nation was mighty through the grace 
of God and destined to be great throughout the ages. ' Might 
makes Right" was the motto of the German Empire. Their mis- 
take has been proved and their error has cost them their lives, 
their reputation and their all. In the explosion of this theory the 
world has gained its greatest lesson of the war. 
Never again will 


any nation dare to assume that their power and good fortune has 
come about through the wish of the Almighty that they be su- 
preme.
